A census of Sierra Madre's populaUen was ordered lost week 
at the postponed meeting of the City Council on recommenda¬ 
tion of City Attorney Thomas A. Reyiwlds. According to Mr. 
Reynolds the city is eligible for one eighth of a cent raise in 
gas tax monies following recent State legislation. Cos tax 
funds are apportioned on a population basis. 

Last Federal census here listed 4581 residents in 1940. but a 
recent estimate by the Los Angeles County Planning Com¬ 
mission has placed 1947 figures at 5962. 

Other estimates based on increased gas and electric installa¬ 
tions place the present populaUon at 5680. 

City Clerk Lawrence B. Brain has contacted the Federal Bureau 
of the Census in Washington, D. C., which will conduct the 
count. The cost is estimated at $800 and it is probable that 
work will begin in November.
